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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed on 09/06/2005, with respect to claims 1-1 1 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. The Examiner has thoroughly reviewed 
Applicant's arguments but firmly believes that the cited reference to reasonably and 
properly meet the claimed limitations. 
Claims 1-11 

(1 ) Applicants' argument - "Takahashi fails to teach or disclose the need to convert a 
specific channel of the multi channel signals, as in the present invention. In fact, 
Takahashi also converts every channel signal indiscriminately." as recited. 
Examiner's response - In response to applicant's argument as described in the 
above paragraph, the Takahashi reference teaches a Digital switch module having 
encoding law conversion capability for time division switching of data between 
digital channels used for input and output, the switching occurring in time slots and 
the digital channels having corresponding encoding laws and carrying digitized 
voice signals (column 2 lines 1 1-25). That is, in each time slot a specific digital 
channel is selected and the digital channel having corresponding encoding laws to 
be directly transmitted or converted then transmitted (Fig. 3-5, Tables 1-5, and 
column 3-7). Thus, for the explanation addressed in the above paragraph, the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) with Takahashi's reference is adequate. 

(2) Applicants' argument -''Takahashi fails to show how "mixer" performs "selectively 
releasing and transmitting" of said input digital signal modulated by said one of said 
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two different modulation standards and said converted input digital signal to the 
other one of said two different modulation standards by said codec means "occurs" 
in response to said channel select signal." as recited.

Office action, #20050531, dated 06/10/2005.
